Wo  came  a  mile  and  a  half  and  camped  at  Lewis, 
tho  county  town  of  Cass  Co,,  it  is  a  small  town 
on  the  prairie,  we  stopped  at  noon  to  wait  till 
Uonday,  it  is  showery,  most  all  of  tho  families 
are  cooking  beans  today,  Rained  hard  ail  night.

Tho  rain  had  ceased  when  wo  arose,  tho 
sky  was  clear  with  a  northwost  wind,  travel  od  ovor 
a  rolling  prairie,  noonod  on  a  small  prairie  crock, 
came  on  a  ridgo  road  all  of  tho  aftomoon,  wo  were 
without  water  and  almost  suffered  for  tho  wont  of 
it,  at  l$ast  catno  to  a  houso  whoro  wo  found  somo 
real  good  water.

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Sunday,-  Juno  29th, 

Hie  Capt.  thought  at  first  this  morning;  that 
ho  would  stay  today  wlioro  wo  wore  but  finally  concluded 
to  £0,  it  was  nine  o1 clock  wlion  wo  started,  stopped  at 
a  spring  a  nilo  from  whoro  wo  camped  and  filled  0m1  wator 
cans,  thoro  boing  no  wator  for  twelve  nilos.  IToonod 
wlioro  thoro  was  a  little  patch  of  grass  on  a  sido  Mil. 

Our  road  has  boon  hilly  but  not  near  as  rough  as  it  was 
tlio  last  day1 3  travel,  not  many  stones.  Just  aft  or  wo 
ato  our  dinner,  tliorc  car.10  ut>  quito  a  shower.  Tho  little 
boys  wont  on  tho  sido  Mil  and  gatliorod  sono  pino  gun. 

The  road  in  tho  aftomoon  was  not  as  hilly  as  it  was  in 
tlio  foronoon,  wo  pas  sod  along  through  a  snail  vail  oy  whoro 
thoro  was  real  nico  grass,  if  thoro  had  boon  wator  it  would 
Mi vc  been  a  good  canping  placo.  Congo od  at  night  at 
Cottonwood  Springs  whoro  thoro  was  a  real  good  spring, 
sonc  aldor  troos  near  and  sono  pino  trees  on  the  liillsido. 
Drove  tho  cattlo  over  tho  bluffs  and  guardod  then  av;ay 
from  conp,  rainod  sono.  Daw  two  graves  by  the  wayside. 

I.Ionday,  Juno  30, 

Tho  slry  was  clear  tills  morning,  wo  did  not 
start  very  oarly,  crosood  tho  crook  back  again,  there  wa3  a 
trader  and  Ms  squaws  noar  tho  creek.

Loft  our  camp  early,  liavo  load  a  good  road, 
crooned  two  littlo  creeks,  noonod  on  the  last  one. 

Tlic  weather  is  so  cold  tliat  I  really  suffered  with  a 
blanket  shawl  around  no.  The  wind  river  mountains  are 
to  tlio  right  of  us,  half  covcrod  with  snow.  The  road 
tills  afternoon  lias  been  very  Mlly  and  rocky,  liavo 
crossed  several  small  mountain' brooks  with  nico  crass 
on  then.  The  ford  ovor  a  crook  in  tho  Mils  v;as  washed 
away,  a  train  tliat  went  before  us  built  a  bride o  so  wo 
liad  one  to  cross  on.  Camped  on  a  small  crook,  it  w as 
nearly  stmdoun  but  wo  had  good  feed  and  wator. 


Friday,  July  10, 

When  wo  arose  tills  nomine  there  was  a  heavy 
will  to  frost  on  tho  ground,  it  scorned  cold  onough  to  bo 
winter.  I  don’t  see  how  anything  can  crow  hero.  Uc 
soon  to  bo  near  or  tho  mountains  today.  The  road  1.3  Quito 
good,  not  much  as  wo  supposod  it  would  bo  crossing  tlio 
Rocky  Fountains,  IToonod  in  a  littlo  valley  where  we 
had  the  boat  of  food,  Tho  men  found  two  or  throo  good 
wagons,  sono  liamossc3,  scythos,  a  stove,  and^a  groat 
many  tilings  olso  in  a  ravlno  off  lialf  a  milo  from  the 
road,  thoro  was  one  man  took  two  wagons  and  another 
a  homes 3.

txic  ^ Indians  had  taken  some  horses  from,  some  emigrant a  who 
in  drying  to  recover  then  ono  man  lost  his  life  ‘mid  two 
others  were  severely  wounded,  his  grave  is  ono  the  loft 
side  of  the  road  as  you  go  up  tho  Mil.  The  road  has 
boon  uus by  and  rough,  crossed  one  quite  a  large  creek, 
it  is  high  and  tho  bottoms  are  very  bad  indeed,  nearly 
rialx  a  milo  ox  slough.  Did  not  stop  till  about  two,  whon 
we  camped  for  tho  day  on.d  night  on  a  crook  in  a  kanyon 
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behind  walking  when  we  stopped,  the  whole  train  had  crossed 
tho  crook  before  they  thought  of  her.  Tho  creek  v/as  so 
ueep  that  it  ran  into  tho  wagon  boxes  so  she  could  not 
wade,  a  man  on  horsebaclq:  wont  over  for  her  and  anotlier  man 
on  a  mile  went  to  help  her  on.  The  mile  refused  to  go 
cleat1  across,  v/bont  whore  the  water  was  very  ueop,  throw 
tho  man  off  and  almost  trampled  on  him,  but  he  finally 
got  out  safe  only  well  wot  and  with  the  loss  of  a  good 
hat,  which  is  no  trifling  loss  here.  \7e  hear  groat  stor- 
ios  about  tho  Indians  here  again,  Tlio  sconory  of  the 
Croon  fiver  mountains  is  more  interesting  than  tliat  of  the 
WM  ths^sesa.  River  Chain,  snow,  pine  forests,  ledges  of  red  3  and  star 
and^  valleys  of  green  grass  over  the  surface.  The  children, 
Annie,  and  I  went  strawborrying,  got  enough  to  put  in 
cream  fox1  breakfast  ,  I  find  that  tlioso  mountains  are  the 
Door  River  Hountalns  instead  of  the  Groon  River  Chain.

Commenced  climbing  tho  mountains  eg;  a  in  this 
morning,  passed  a  grave  on  tlic  si  do  of  a  mountain,  it 
v/as  the  grave  of  a  ran  that  was  supposed  to  have  been 
killed  by  the  Indians,  there  v;as  on  arrow  vrlth  bleed 
on  the  point  lying  by  tho  grave,  I10  was  only  buried 
about  six  inches  unci  or  ground,  the  1,-aple  train  al.ee; 
us  opened  tho  grave,  ho  liad  a  bullet  hole  through  Ms 
temple,  they  found  another  nev/  grave  a  little  way  from

We  found  291110  beautiful 
flowers  in  among  the  mountains,  among 'others  is  a 
beautiful  will  to  honeysuckle  very  much  like  those  we  raise 
in  our  gar  dons  only  larger  *  We  traveled  from  morning 
till  night  till  after  dark  without  stopping,  came  into  a 
valley  and  camped  near  three  other  largo  trains#  There 
were  throe  wagons  in  our  train  broken  today,  as  our  ox  team 
was  going  through  a  creek  just  going  out  the  bank  was 
very  stoop,  the  oxen  slipped,  one  of  them  got  over  the 
tongue  to  the  wagon,  they  wore  troublod  some  about 
getting  them  off,  they  fastened  the  chain  to  the  end  of 
tho  tongue  and  drew  it  out0 

Wednesday,  July  30, 

Did  not  start  till  late  wont  ten  milos  down 
tho  valley  and  camped  on  a  crook,  had  very  good  grass. 

Gus  went  and  got  3ome  yellow  currants,  they  wore  very- 
good  when  stewed.  We  had  to  be  very  careful  In  looking 
them  over,  some  of  them  have  black  spots  on  them,  all 
of  those  have  worms  in  thorn. 

Thursday,  July  31st, 

Did  not  leave  our  camp  till  two  (or  ton(?)  ) 
o1  clock,  traveled  six  miles  ovor  lovel  ground  dov/n  the 
same  valley,  encamped  on  tho  creek,  had  the  best  gras 3 
we  have  3een  on  the  road  from  Omaha,  mostly  bunch  grass, 

1  twa3  nearly  sundown  when  wo  got  there,  I  washed  out  a 
large  washing.  Lou  was  sick  all  day. 

Friday,  August  1st, 

Left  our  encampment  in  tlio  morning,  traveled 
six  milos  again,  and  camped  at  the  mount  of  the  lcanyon 
that  we  are  to  follov/  up.  Loti  and  X  mended  and  baked 
and  made  somo  blancmange. 

Saturday,  August  2nd, 

Commenced  our  journey  over  tho  mountains  again 
tills  morning.  Our  toons  fool  considerably 
refreshed  after  tho  la3t  four  days  recruiting,  the  road 
in  tho  forenoon  wn3  not  bad  for  kanyon  roads,  followed 
up  a  creek,  crossed  it  fivo  times  in  going  five  miles, 
we  now  came  to  tho  salt  springs,  v/e  picked  up  some 
crystalized  salt  which  had  formed  on  tho  stones  on  the 
edgos  of  the  crook,  the  water  is  as  salt  as  any  b&rine 
could  be,  a  person  could  pick  up  a  good  many  pounds 
in  a  day,  wo  went  over  two  hills  and  camo  to  some  more 
salt  springs,  there  wore  acres  of  ground  just  white  with 
it.  ITooned  a  short  time  near*  a  little  creek  in  a 
ravine «  We  have  found  ice  on  the  water  nearly  every 
morning,  people  coming  should  have  woolen  stockings.

Sunday,  August  3rd, 


,Ug  did  not  Get.  a  very  early  start  tills  morning 
on  account  oi  our  hard  day  *  s  drive  yesterday.  We  arc 
traveling  do\m  tho  valley  today,  it  is  called  Largo  Grass 
v alley,  it  is  aonewliat  hilly  but  excellent  roads,  lloonod 

near  the  creek.  V/o  hear  tho  Canada  train  have  had  another 
stampede. 


Afternoon:  V/e  passed  by  the  train  I  have  lust 
spokon  of,  they  had  just  buried  tho  babe  of  the  woman  who 
aiocl  a  few  days  ago,  and  were  just  digging  a  grave  for 
another  woman  that  wa3  run  over  by  tho  cattle  and  wagons 
v/hon  they  stampeded  yesterday.  Sho  lived  twenty-four  hours, 
ohe  gave  birth  to  a  child  a  short  time  before  she  died, 
tho  child  was  buried  with  her.  Sho  loaves  a  little  two 
odd  fcad  a  husband,  they  say  ho  is  nearly  crazy 

with  sorrow*  The  Captain  of  tills  Canady  or  Kennedy  train 
is  the  man  who  arrested  Young  (that  murdered  Scott)  and 
ordered  him.  to  be  shot.  lie  did  not  belong  to  tills  train 
but  to  another.  Some  say  that  it  is  a  judgment  upon  him 
and  liis  train  for  meddling  with  and  depriving  a  nan  of  his 
liie  without  the  aid  of  the  law*  Aftor  eattlo  have  boon 
frightened  once  or  twice  there  is  no  safety  with  thorn. 
Yesterday  there  wore  several  loose  horsos  came  running  uo 
v/hen  tho  whole  train  of  cattle  started  pcllmoll,  crippled 
two  men  besides  killing  the  woman.  Tlioy  nark  nearly 
half  their  camp3  with  dead  cattle.  I  never  supposed  that 
cattle  would  run  ao  in  the  yokG  and  hitched  to  the  wagon. 

Our  road  13  .real  good.  V/e  pass  to  tho  loft  of  a  largo 
swamp  or  lake.  Camped  at  night  near  a  large  nico  spring. 


IJonday,  August  !{.th. 


V/o  arose  tills  morning  very  early  30  as  bo  get 
out  of  the  way  of  the  train  back  of  us,  had  good  roads, 
some  hills  to  climb  and  crossed  two  or  throe  creeks, 
lloonod  near  a  beautifully  clear  crock,  the  men  went  down 
and  caught  some  crabs  to  carry  along  for  bait  to  catch 
salmon  trout  with  In  a  stream  that  v/o  shall  come  to  tomorrow. 
The  wind  blew  in  our  faces  In  the  afternoon  and  nearly  suffo- 
catod  us  with  dust,  the  dust  Is  worse  than  Indians,  storms  or 
winds  or  mosquitoes,  or  oven  woodticks «  Tho  country  is 
somewhat  hilly  and  destitute  of  timber.  Camped  noar  a 
little  creek  where  there  was  good  grass  but  no  v/ood, 

V/e  brought  wood  with  uau

Had  good  roads  in  the  afternoon 
but  so  dusty*  Camped  on  the  barks  of  a  little  crook,

Traveled  oight  mile 3,  wont  down  a  3toop  bank 
and  came  to  Portneuf  River  whero  wo  ferried  on  two  large 
skiffs  fastened  together  and  polos  laid  across,  tool:  two 
wagons  at  a  time,  paid  a  dollar  and  a  half  apiece*  h°re 
v/o  saw  some  Shoshone  or  Snake  Indians,  there  v/oro  four  or 
five  Llormon  wagons  here  trading,  they  sold  flour  to  some 
of  tho  train  for  ten  dollars  per  hundred*  Charley  bought 
a  dozen  onions,  traded  some  caps  for  them,  they5<?all  them 
for  two  cts*  apiece,  they  are  brought  from  Salt  Lake,  we 
had  an  onion  30up  for  supper,  which  was  very  good*  1110 
ferrymen  wore  quite  gentlemanly  fellows  for  this  par  '  0 
the  world*  We  took  lunch  after  we  crossed  tho  river, 
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then  came  five  miles  and  camped  on  a  high  bank  In  the  sage 
brush*  had  to  bring  water  up  a  very  steep  bank  some  distance 
from  the  creek* 

Saturday,  August  9th* 

Left  our  camp  early,  came  ovor  hard  country  all 
of  the  forenoon*  ITooned  on  the  crock  in  the  du3t  again* 

This  morning  we  saw  Salmon  Iliver  Uountains  away  off  as  far 
a3  wo  could  see.  VJe  are  in  sight  of  THREE  Buttes,  they 
are  forty-four  miles  from  the  road*  Traveled  over  rather 
hilly  ground*  Camped  in  a  valley  near  a  spring  that 
comes  out  of  the  bank,  had  a  good  many  mosquitoes* 

Sunday,  August  10th, 

Traveled  five  or  six  mile 3  when  we  came  to 
Snake  River,  followed  it  up  two  or  throe  miles  where  we 
came  to  the  American  Palls,  it  is  quite  a  sight,  it  falls 
over  rocks,  there  aro  two  or  three  little  rock  islands 
in  it  which  makes  it  a  second  ITiagra*  V/o  noonod  there 
so  had  tine  to  oxomino  it  closely,  some  of  the  non  caught 
somo  very  nice  trout*  V/o  staid  till  two  o'clock  then 
traveled  till  about  four  or  fivo  when  wo  from  the  back  end 
of  tho  train  saw  those  on  ahead  all  get  out  their  guns. 

In  a  short  time  tho  word  come  back  that  a  train  six  miles 
on  had  boon  attackod  by  the  Indians  and  some  killed  and 
that  was  cause  enough  for  the  arming,  in  a  short  time 
we  wore  not  by  two  men,  they  wanted  us  to  go  a  short 
distance  from  the  road  and  bring  up  two  dead  men  to  this 
camp  fivo  miles  ahead*  Albert  unloaded  his  little  wagon 
and  sent  Gua  back  with  them  and  about  forty  armed  men  from 
both  trains  to  get  thorn*  Y/e  learned  that  a  train  of  eleven 
wagons  load  boon  plundered  of  all  that  was  in  thorn  and  the 
teams  taken  and  three  men  killed*  One  v;as  Hr*  Bullwinkel  yf: 
who  left  us  the  2]?th  of  last  month  at  the  crossing  of 
Green  River,  he  went  on  with  tills  Adams  train,  was  Intending 
to  wait  for  us  but  we  had  not  overtaken  him  yet.  lie  was 
shot  eight  timeo.  Ills  dog  was  shot  four  times  beforo  he 
would  let  them  get  to  the  wagon.  They  took  all  tliat  he 
had  in  Ills  wagon  except  his  trunks  and  books  and  papers. 

They  broke  open  his  trunks  and  took  all  tliat  they  contained 
(ho  had  six)  it  is  supposed  that  they  took  six  thousand  dollars 
from  Mm,  tore  the  cover  from  his  wagon,  it  wa3  oil  cloth* 
lie  had  four  choice  horses,  they  ran  away  when  I10  was  shot* 

The  harnesses  were  found  on  the  trail  where  it  was  cut  from 
them  as  tlioy  went,  it  v/as  a  nice  silver  mount od  one*  Tho 
Captain  load  a  daughter  shot  and  wounded  severely,  tlii3 
happened  yesterday*  This  morning  a  part  of  their  train 
and  a  part  of  the  Kennedy  train  went  in  pursuit  of  the 
stock,  they  were  surrounded  by  Indians  on  ponies,  two  killed, 
several  wounded,  and  two  supposed  to  be  killed,  they  were  nover 
found*  One  of  thosok  killed  was  Capt*  Adams’  son,  the  other 
v/as  a  young  man  in  the  Kennedy  train*  Those  tliat  wore 
carried  to  camp  were  those  killed  tills  morning*  Hr*  Bullwinkoi 
and  the  tv/o  others  were  burled  beforo  we  got  to  the  comp*

\7e  wore  aroused  this  morning  at;  one  o’clock  by 
the  firing  of  guns  and  yelling  of  Indians  answer od  by  oar 
men?  the-  Copt.  calling  Y?Con©  on  you  rod  devils* u  It  did 
not  take  ns  long  to  dross  for  once*  I  hurried  for  the 
children  and  had  them  dross  end  get  into  our  wagon,  put 
up  a  mattress  and  some  beds  and  quilts  on  the  exposed 
side  of  the  wagon  to  protect  us*  The  firing  was  from 
the  willows  and  from  the  mouth  of  the  cornel  „  There  were 
two  other  trains  with  us?  there  are  one  hundred  and  eleven 
wagons  of  all  and  two  hundred  or  more  men.  The  firing 
did  not  continue  long  noiv  do  any  harm.  Our  men  shot  a  good 
many  r  balls  into  the  willows  but  I  presume  they  wore  not 
effectual.  V/o  oat  and  watched  and  waited  till  morning? 
yoked,  the  cattle  and  turned  them  out  with  a  heavy  guard 
and  several  guards  to  clear  the  hushes?  cooked.  cur  break¬ 
fast  and  started*,  There  were  ball  holes  through  two  or 
tlureo  wagon  covers  and  the  filly  (?)  of  a  wagon  In  tho 
Thompson  train*  Two  men  felt  the  balls  whiz  past  choir 
faces?  they  found  an  arrow  near  tho  mouth  of  the  corell. 

V/o  had  only  gone  half  a  mllo  or  so  before  we  saw  eight 
or  ten  of  thorn  ccme  out  of  their  hiding  places  on  ponies 
and  to  our*  camping  place  to  see?  i  suppose?  if  they 
had  lamed  or  killed"  any  men  or  cattlo.  The  Capt.  had 
plenty  of  scouts  out  and  an  advance  and  rear  and  side 
guards.  V/o  nooned  in  a  little  valloy  but  kept  our 
eyes  opon  to  all  that  might  be  hidden  in  tho  busho3  am 
behind  the  rocks.  Camped  by  the  3ido  of  a  mountain, 
near  us  on  one  side  was  a  creole  with  willov/3  on  it,  on 
the  other  a  deep  gulch  made  by  tho  rain.  The  ITewburyi 
and  Thompson  trains  camped  and  core llod  with  us,  tne 
Capts  *  stationed  picket  guards  in  tho  ditch  and  on  the 
sidehill.  In  the  night  v/o  were  all  startled  by  the 
bark  of  the  klota  which  sounded  very  much  like  tho 
Indians  when  they  attacked  ua  last  night*  Tho  alarm  gun 
was  fired  which  awakened  us  all,  after  a  while  v/o  concluded 
it  was  the  wolves  and  wont  to  bod.  Host  of  tho  train 
slept  under  tho  wagons,  dug  a  trench  and  blockaded  on 
the'  out 3 id©  of  the  wagon,  sot  up  flour  sacks  and  all 
manner  of  stuff.  VJe  hung  up  a  cotton  mattress  and  some 
quilts  and  slept  in  the  wagon.  It  is  not  on  enviable 
situation  to  be  placed  in  not  to  lenow  at  nigh u  when  you 
go  to  bod  whether  you  will  all  bo  alive  in  the  morning  or 
not.  Came  In  sight  of  the  City  of  Rocks.

Albert,  Lucy,  and  I  went  a  short  way  from  tho  road  and 
got  our  arms  full  of  currant  bushes  laden  with  fruit, 
both  rod  and  white  *  Y/o  ate  what  wo  wished  and  had  nearly 
two  quarts  to  eat  with  sugar  for  supper,  they  were  really 
refreshing. 

Friday,  August  22nd, 

Arose  tills  morning  before  sunrise,  *twas  real  cold. 
Y/o  aro  in  sight  of  the  Humboldt  Fountains,  thoy  are  partly 
c 3.0 thed  in  snow0  Our  roads  were  hilly  but  good,  quite  dusty. 
Y/e  have  boon  quite  free  from  it  now  for  some  time  „  Game 
over  some  steep  hills  then  down  into  a  va.L3.ey  no  nr  a  little 
grassy  creek  whore  wo  noon©d0  Took  tho  stove  out  and  baked 
some  pancakes j,  came  most  of  the  way  in  tho  afternoon  in  «'ho 
valley,  crossed  .some  small  hills  and  camped  late  near  a  mull 

creek,  have  pickets  out  yet. 

Saturday,  August  2.3rd, 

The  Captain  concluded  to  go  the  mountain  road 
down  the  Humboldt  instead  of  the  bottom  road  as  we  found 
to  our  sorrow  this  forenoon  it  was  very  rough  and  sto-tvy. 

It  was  very  hnrd  for  Hr.  UoHillin  the  man  with  the  con- 
sumption,  ho  is  getting  very  veals.  V/e  found  some  very  nice 
choke  cher-ries  and  some  service  berries’ this  forenoon. 

V/o  did  not  travel  all  day,  only  till  noon.  Ue  hrwo  ocaut..ii.u 
v;ator  lioro.  Oh  dear,  I  do  so  want  to  got.  there,  it  1-  if-  ■ 
almost  four  months  since  wo  have  slept  in  a  house,  hi 
could  only  be  set  down  at  home  with  all  the  folks  I  tldrik 
there  would  bo  some  talking  as  well  as  resting.  Agext  is 
so  vory  miserable  too  that  I  don't  enjoy  myself  as  jell  ns 
fwoSd  if  ho  was  well.  There  have  boon  Indians  around 
today  bogging.  V/e  are  glad  to  soo  them  do  so  now,  fox  al.. 
we  are  disgusted  with  tho  wretched  creatures.

Ellen  and  I  went  down  tho  creek  a  long  way  In  pursuit  ox

Friday,  August  29th, 

Started  late#  \/o  could  not  find  our  cou*  X 
was  afraid  that  tho  Indians  had  got  her,  but  we  found  her 
near  noon  on  with  the  loose  cattle,  she  ha<  gone  on  v  ^ 
the  ITovrbum  train  and  been  left.  Had  some  of  the  w  rat 
mountain  roads  we  hare  had  since  we  left  home,  such  au 
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cue 3  to  go  over  in  the  afternoon*  We  cane  bo  where  there 
had  boon  Indian  deprjjdat i one  committed.,  there  w ero  feathers 
strewn  around,  a  broken  wagon  and  a  large  grave  with  stones 
over  it,  it  had  probably  two  or  more  persons  in  it.  There 
was  a  hat  and  a  nightcap  found  near,  also  some  small  pieces 
of  iTionoy*  it  had  boon  done  only  a  few  days.  V/o  comped 
-aft or  dark  on  the  Humboldt  River  for  which  v/o  were  vory 
thankful * 


August  30th,  Saturday, 


Did  not  start  till  near  noon,  the  cattle  needed 
rest  after  so  hard  a  day1  3  work,  had  a  somewhat  rough  road 
about  half  of  the  tine*  Camped  early,  hod  a  vory  pleasant 
place  on  the  river. 


August  31 9  Sunday, 

Had  not  gone  more  than  a  milo  when  wo  wore 
stopped  by  a  slough.  There  wore  several  that  got  sot  in  it, 
some  of  us  went  back  nearly  to  the  comp  but  got  ovo r  well  at 
last,  part  of  the  road  io  stony  and  part  roal  good.  Iloonod 
on  the  river.  Camped  after  dark. 


Monday,  Sopt.  1st, 

Had  excellent  road3  most  of  the  way,  did  not  stop 
for  dinner.  Camped  on  the  rlvor,  there  wore  Indians  around* 
IToonod  at  a  slough. 


Tuesday,  Sopt*  2nd, 

Traveled,  about  twenty  miles  without  iSkiud  feed  or 
water.  Camped  on  a  slough  or  bayou* 


Wednesday,  September  3rd, 

After  going  two  miles  wo  came  to  a  spring  ol 
water  in  the  mountain  si  do  where  v/o  filled  our  cans. 

There  lias  boon  a  stone  station  there.  Camped  near  noon  for 
the  rest  of  the  ifcy  day.  There  are  numerous  Indians  about, 
they  are  Pah-Utahs,  pronounced  (Pa  yoot).  They  are  mono 
intelligent  than  those  we  have  seen  heretofore.  Alkali  is  plenty 

Thursday,  September  lj.th. 

Did  not  travel  but  half  a  day •  I  washed  in  the 
afternoon  did  not  have  time  to  dry  thorn.  Host  of  the  vegeta¬ 
tion  here  is  sage  and  greasowood.

Had  good  roads,  rather  dusty,  stopped  early  for 
dimer  on  the  Humboldt,  Here  we  are  obliged  to  separate, 
some  of  the  train  go  the  Honey  Lake  Route  and  some  vho 
Carson  river  route.

fin  inch  do  op  on  the  ground,  it  looks  as  if  there  had  been 
*  ‘lipht  snowfall,  Came  on  and  one  amp  od  on  the  river 
'  _Pl  -n,  the  Caput*  and  hi  a  non  come  also  soon  after  as  they 
could  find  no  ford  across  the  river* 


Saturday,  September  6th, 

Started  tills  morning  in  our  usual  form  except¬ 
ing  the  few  who  are  gone*  Tho  roads  wore  real  sandy* 

Tuo  very  hard  idlls  to  go  up*  llooned  by  tho  river  again. 
There  the  men  collected  and  elected  a  new  Capikt*  his  name 
is  Wood*  X  think  he  will  be  a  good  ono,  he  and  his  wife 
have  been  through  once  before*  lie  was  Capt*  when  he 
went  before*  There  were  twenty  or  thirty  Indians  come  in 
last  night  from  Salmon  River  mines*  They  could  moot  all 
spook  English  quite  well,  they  livo  in  Humboldt  City*  They 
say  there  Is  no  gold  in  Salmon  11  Ivor  mines* 


Sunday,  September  7th, 

Did  not  start  very  early  this  morning,  most  of 
tho  road  is  good,  now  and  then  a  little  sand*  Wo  travel 
most  of  the  time  near  tho  river 0  llooned  early,  wo  have 
hoard  tliat  we  liavo  a  fifteen  mile  drive  without  water  or 
food*  Camped  on  tho  river,  had  good  grass.  Some  of  tho 
train  had  a  dance  but  wo  did  not  join  them* 

Uonday,  September  Oth, 

Started  soon  after  sunriso  tills  morning,  traveled 
four  or  five  miles  when  wo  came  to  the  forks  of  the  road, 
one  going  to  Buena  Vista  tho  othor  to  Humboldt  City*  Tho 
Capt.  and  all  of  the  train  except  sovon  wagons  (ourselves 
included  with  the  seven)  went  to  tho  former  place,  and  wc 
after  a  fifteen  mile  drive  v/ithout  water  or  feed  arrived 
within  sight  of  Humboldt  City*  Here  we  found  no  grass, 
the  cattle  just  had  to  browse  willows «  We  hero  heard 
such  discouraging  accounts  of  our  road  to  Carson  River  that 
tho  female  portion  of  our  little  train  are  almost  discouraged* 
We  sat  by  moonlight  and  discussed  matters  till  near  eleven 
o’clock.  Ilad  quit©  a  number  of  gentlemen  visitors  during 
the  evening.  They  say  there  is  no  grass  between  here  and 
Carson  River*  If  not  I  don’t  know  what  we  can  do. 

Tuesday,  September  91b, 

Whon  we  arose  tho  men  told  us  that  if  v/e  were  In 
a  hurry  with  our  work  wo  might  have  time  to  walk  up  to  see 
the  city,  so  wo  hurried,  Lucy  and  I,  lira*  Iicllillin  and 
Annie  went.  We  found  it  a  long  walk,  I  should  think  a 
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ira.iL  &  aide  husband,  They  aro  emigrants,  havo  only  been 
here  a  week*  are  waiting  for  liir.i  to  recover,  He  has  tlio 
typhoid  f over |  they  wish  to  cross  tlio  Ilcvadu  range  tills  faile 
S^^ovisiono  aro  very  high  here*  Flour  is  thirteen  dollars 
:.per  cut o >  coffee  75  cents  nor  pounds  sugar  throe  pounds' 
for  a  dollar bacon  35  cts*  per  pound*  lira*  Ucilillin  and 
Annie  v/ont  into  a  house  and  staid  a  few  minutes,  when  alio 
come  out  sho  said  she  intended  to  stay  there  and  in  the  face 
of  all  the  opposition  v;o  raised  she  staid.  There  wore 
none  of  us  that  $had  any  more  than  provisions  enough  to  last 
through  and  some  I  fear  not  enough,  so  Gus  was  obliged  to 
stay  too0  X  was  sorry  to  Teavo  him  tills  side  of  Cal.  as 
long  as  ho  started  with  us  and  is  an  old  acquaintance »  X 
was  very  somy  to  leave  Ur  3*  1.1c  u,  it  doos  nofc  seem  like  a  good 

place  for  a  woman  to  stay,  there  aro  only  four  families 

here,  tla©  ro3t  are  single  men*  Vie  cane  on  six  or  eight 
miles  and  stopped  without  much  grass  for  noon,  (I  am  just  as 

homesick  as  I*  can  bo9)  X  ohancod  to  male©  this  remark  and 

Albert  has  written  It  down*  V/o  had  a  rough  road  all  of 
the  afternoon,  camped  at  what  is  called  But  chore  Knnyon> 
there  aro  three  young  man  hero,  staying  to  recruit  their 
teams  a  Took  the  cattle  up  on  the  mountains  for  feed* 


Wednesday,  September  10th, 

Left  our  camp  early,  had  a  rough  read  till 
near  noon  when  wo  went  down  on  what  Is  called  the  river 
road,  traveled  fifteen  miles  without  water  or  grass* 

Camped  at  night  in  River  Kanyon,  had  good  bunch  grass  by 
driving  the  cattle  up  on  tlio  bluffs,  had  Humboldt  water  to 
drink,  It  is  not  a3  bad  as  it  was  up  farther  c 

Thursday,  September  11th, 


&  As  the  grass  and  water  wore  good  v/o  thought  it 
a  good  tine  to  recruit  our  teams  and  stay  a  day  *  Ellon 
and  X  washed  in  the  forenoon  and  Eou  In  the  afternoon* 

\7g  made  some  pies  and  bread*  VJo  have  no  tea  or  coffoefor 
over  a  week®  V/e  bought  a  little  bacon,  paid  35  ct3*  per 
pound*  The  boys  swam  tho  river  and  got  a  large  quantity 
of  blueberries,  they  grow  on  a  3.  or  go  thorn  busli,  they  are 
red  and  about  the  sis^xe  of  a  largo  pea,  are  excellent  for 
pies*  In  tho  evening  we  were  very  pleasantly  astonishod 
to  see  Hr s.  Ucilillin  and  Gus  drive  up.  She  found  it  would 
be  too  expensive  living  in  the  city  through  the  winter  so 
came  on* 


Friday,  September  12th, 

Started  early  this  morning,  wont  throe  miles  and 
came  to  a  station  close  by  the  river,  wont  seven  mllos  and 
came  to  another,  by  the  river  soon  met  three  teams  of 
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freighters,  they  wore  thking  a  quarts  mill  to  Star  Itanyon. 
Stop  pod.  for  noon,  had  goog  bunch  eras  a  but  no  water,  watered 
back  two  miles,  came  on  till  wo  came  to  the  alkali  flats 
v/horo  the  grasa  was  poor  and  tho  non  had  to  wade  in  no  fir 
half  a  milo  to.  cot  v/ator  for  tho  stock *  They  only  liad 
half  a  pail  full  apieco* 

Saturday,  Septembor  13th, 

We  did  not  stop  to  got  breakfast  this  morning, 
loft  before  sunrise,  load  traveled  two  or  tliroo  miles  when 
Old  Bill,  our  horse,  gave  out,  lie  was  so  weal:  that  he 
could  not  draw  any  longer,  lie  ±3  nothing  but  skin  and 
bone*  Wo  unharnessed  thorn  and  fed  him  a  little  flour 
and  lod  him  on  till  we  came  to  a  station*  Llrs*  ilellillin 
lot  us  have  one  yoke  long  enough  to  draw  one  wagon  to  tho 
station,  hero  y/o  got  breakfast*  Sold  0m1  snail  Y?agon 
for  a  dressed  sheep  and  a  hundred  pounds  of  liny,  a  largo 
price  for  a  wagon.  A  $inn  offered  Albert  20  dollars  for 
Old  Bill  but  we  thought  we  could  trade  him  for  a  good 
pony  so  did  not  take  it*  Soon  after  leaving  the  station 
v/e  came  on  to  the  shore  of  Humboldt  Lake,  follov/od  it  dov/n 
till  near  sundown,  when  wo  wore  obliged  to  leave  tho  horse, 
left  Mm  some  liny.  Soon  after  tho  rain  began  to  fall,  a 
very  raro  tiling  hero,  it  rained  till  ton  o'clock,  did 
not  get  comped  till  ten.  It  was  dark  as  pitch,  staid  at  a 
station  at  eh  outlet  of  the  lake* 

Sunday,  September  llj.th, 

Tho  sun  shone  as  brightly  this  morning  as  if  ib 
liad  never  rained*  Albert  ate  Ills  breakfast  and  wont  bad: 
for  Old  Bill*  He  went  seven  miles  and  got  Mm  to  v/ithin 
two  miles  of  tho  station  and  load  to  loavo  him*  VJhen  he  got 
back  ho  went  to  see  the  atoteation  keeper  to  see  if  lie  would 
givo  Mm  any  tMng  for  Mm,  at  last  ho  got  an  old  saddle 
for  Mm*  Our  one  yoke  of  oxen  have  to  draw  all  of  the 
load,  wMch  is  very  hard*  Ellen  and  Will  Jones  got 
a  chance  to  go  to  Virginia  City  free  of  charge  for  which 
we  were  very  glad  on  account  of  our  heavy  load*  We  are 
nearly  out  of  provisions  too*  Wo  have  to  pay  five  cts, 
per  lb*  for  hay.  Albert  kfc  sold  Ms  v/hif  fie  trees  and 

neck  yoke  for  five  and  a  half  dollars.  We  had  ten  miles  to 
go  to  get  to  the  desort,  got  there  at  four  o'clock, 
crossed  tho  ferry,  a  kind  of  slough,  which  connects  Carson 
and  Humboldt  Lakes.  Tho  charge  for  crossing  was  1*5>0* 

We  stopped  to  get  supper  and  feed  tlio  3tock  and  fill  our 
vessels  with  v/ater*  Albert  went  to  the  ferryman  to  soo  if 
he  could  not  get  a  little  coffee  to  make  in  tho  night. 

He  had  none  to  sell  but  he  gave  us  nearly  a  pound.  We 
got  started  across  the  dreaded  desert  just  after  sundown* 

The  other  four  teams  got  the  start  of  us  nearly  on  hour. 

We  traveled  till  one  o'clock  then  stopped  and  gave  the 
teams  some  feed  and  ate  some  broad,  pio,  and  mutton,  built 
a  little  camp  fire  and  warmed  our  solve  3,  staid  an  hour  and 
wont  on  again.  Lou  and  I  walked  a  good  deal.  The  roads 
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are  literally ■  lined  with  wagon  irons  and  keg  hoops  and 
plica  of  bones  every  fev/  jpndLa  rods*

Holiday,  September  l£>th. 


V/e  came  to  tho  last  ten  nlles  of  the  desort 
(which  is  all.  bad  sand)  at  just  before  daylight*  stopped 
~~galn  and  fed  and  made  so no  coffee,  sono  of  tho  stoclc 
would  not  drink  at  all,  tho  road  is  tho  worst  I  over  saw* 

Lou  and  I  walked  tho  whole  ton  mi  loo  till  wo  cone  to 
within  a  mile  of  Raytown*  V/e  saw  tho  trees  on  Carson 
River  and  thought  wo  were  most  there  but  wo  kopt  going 
and  going  and  it  aoomod  as  I  never  could  got  there* 

Charley  was  obliged  to  leave  one  of  his  cows  only  six 
mile 3  from  tho  ferry.  She  was  not  in  the  yoko*  She 
was  so  weak  she  could  not  go  any  longer*  V/e  got  to 
Ragtown  about  two  o’clock  in  tho  afternoon,  our  teams 
were  nearly  tired  out*  V/e  went  a  mile  above  tho  town 
(which  consists  of  one  house)  and  camped  with  the  other 
four  teams «  We  fed  the  teams  some  hay  and  staid  all 
night • 

Tuesday,  September  l6th. 

Arose  early  this  morning  and  loft.  Wont  six  miles 
farther  up  whore  there  was  good  food  and  had  the  pleasure 
of  driving  our  wagons  under  a  onto  cottonwood  trees  wliich  undo 
a  good  shade.  IJrs.  tlcllillin  and  our*  two  teams  wore  all  that 
spent  the  rest  of  tho  day  here.  Ilr*  Church  loot  another 
ox  yesterday*  He  was  sick  one  day* 

We  cine  s  day ,  S  op  t  omb  er  17  th. 

We  started  late  this  morning  with  tho  intention 
of  going  six  miles,  passed  two  stations  and  after 
going  ton  miles  nooned,  but  on  account  of  there  being 
no  feed  wo  shall  go  six  miles  farther  <»  Had  to  go  to  the 
river,  there  is  a  station  hero  it  is  called  Honey  Lake 
Smiths*  The  food  is  very  poor* 

Thursday,  September  18th, 

Did  not  travol  today,  the  boys  worked  some  for 
some  hay*  Lou  washed*  There  is  a  largo  goog  looking 
house  here*  LIrs*  tlcllillin  wont  on  this  morning* 


Friday,  September  19th, 

Had  twentyone  miles  to  go  today  without  gras  3. 
Traveled  twelve  miles  to  a  well  here,  we  watered  and  fed 
some  hay  and  ate  some  dinner  ourselves*  Wore  quite 
surprised  to  find  Ellon  here,  she  had  hired  out  for  a  month 
for  twenty  dollars*  Her  husband  13  at  Virginia  City 
working  for  fifty  dollars  per  month*  A1  a  or  coning  live 
miles  farther  we  came  to  another  well  and  a  tent  for  a 
station*  Found  IJrs*  Ilelllllin  hero  just  ready  to  go, 
went  on  together  a  mile  and  a  half*  Lou  and  1  and  sh 
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and  Annie  walked  no  as  to  visits  at  the  end  of  the  mile 
end  a  half  they  turned  off  for  the  G±ty  City  and  v/o  went  on 
to  the  river,  arrived  thoro  sometime  after  dark.  Cane 
on  with  the  telegraph  once  more,  very  glad  to  see  it 
once  more* 

Saturday,  September  20th, 

Hot  some  people  that  we  travolod  with  on  Platte 
Diver,  they  wont  the  Salt  K  Loko  route ,  both  came  hero  to 
tills  place  on  the  sane  day*  Y/hon  tlie  non  went  fox1  tlie 
stock  they  [jot  three  cov/s  mired,  ono  of  them  had  to  bo 
dug  out  v/ith  a  shovel  and  then  drawn  out  by  the  oxen. 

Slxo  was  so  weak  that  she  could  not  stand  for  3omo  tine 
but  aft  or  a  short  tine  she  was  so  as  to  bo  did.  von  sis  miles 
up  the  river  where  wo  stopped  at  noon  and  staid  till  the 
next  morning*  Here  at  tills  rancho  we  found  Dick 
Pritchard  ono  of  our  acquaintances  from  Ilitchell  Co*  Iowa, 
ho  has  the  ague*  Sanford  of  the  Y/apaln  was  thoro  too. 

Sunday,  Sop tomb  or  21st, 

Did  not  start  till  late,  the  boys  had  somo  trouble 
about  finding  tho  cattle.  After  going  four  miles  v/o 
came  to  Dayton,  a  nice  village  of  one  hundred  or  more 
houses,  they  have  all  been  built  since  spring*  They 
ore  of  pine  lumber  which  sells  for  60  dollars  per 
thousand*  The  town  is  very  lively,  thoro  is  a  quarts 
mill  thoro  in  operation  and  on  Sunday  too.  Fresh  fruit 
sells  horo  for  2$  cents  per  pound,  apples,  poaches,  pears, 
and  grapes o  Did  not  stop  for  dinner,  there  are  houses  and 
public  wells  all  along  on  the  road  to  Empire  City  which 
is  ten  miles  from  Dayton«  Y/o  staid  at  Empire  all  night* 

Till 3  town  is  not  as  largo  as  Dayton  but  the  streets  are 
full  of  freight  wagons.  Y/e  at  see  a  great  many  fruit  wagons 
hero  from  Cal.  There  is  a  quartz  mill  hore  also.  Honey 
seems  to  be  plenty,  buildings  going  up  fast,  here  is  tho 
place  to  make  money  especially  for  a  man  without  a  family. 
Can  (get)  fifty  dollars  and  board  per  month  for  most  any 
kind  of  work,  and  mechanics  get  more. 

Honday,  September  22nd, 

The  men  looked  around  some  this  rooming  so  we 
did  not  get  away  very  early.  After  going  some  five  mlle3 
wo  saw  Carson  City  off  to  the  right,  we  only  went  to  within 
throe  miles  of  there.  Thoro  is  a  groat  deal  of  freighting 
going  on  from  Cal.  over  here,  all  kinds  of  provisions  and 
groceries  and  fruits.  Such  largo  v/agon3  as  they  use 
with  six  and  eight  mules  or  horses  to  a  team  carrying 
from  three  to  six  ton.  I  novor  saw  horses  and  mule3  in 
better  condition  than  those  used  for  teaming.  Albert 
bought  somo  turnips  today*  paid  five  cts*  per  pound,  they 
were  very  fine  ones,  wore  raised  hero*  Saw  some  small 
patches  of  corn  today,  it  is  rather  small.  Comped  at 
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nipht  at  a  rancho, 
1;.V  etc.  pox'  head.

flioro  aro  saddle  horses  and  carriapos  and  horses  kopt  hoi'o 
for  the  uso  of  visitors.  V/o  mot  today  a  pcntlcman  aft  or 
his  children  over  to  Carson  City.  \J c  have  somo  information 
about  them,  thoy  camo  throuph  in  our  train  after  tho  Indian 
robbery,  v/oro  anonp  tho  robbed.  Ho  v/as  very  much  pleased 
to  hoar  from  thorn  and  to  show  Ills  pratitudo  pavo  us  some  t\/o 
doson  pears  and  apples,  tho  first  Cal.  fruit  v/o  had  eaten. 


fuosday,  Goptenbor  30tli, 

Tho  forest  is  boautiful  tills  forenoon,  tho 
country  liilly,  passed  sovoral  ranchos,  arrived  near  nipht 
at  Ivurohy 1  s,  a  villapo  of  200  or  noro  houses,  it  is  a  mininp 
town.  flier o  is  a  pood  deal  of  business  done  horo.  fhoro 
is  considerable  fruit  prov/inp,  some  of  it  has  boon  patliorod. 
fhoy  raiso  apples,  poaches,  pear's,  and  prapos .  Albert 
bouplit  somo  prapos  and  apples,  I  prof  or  tlio  prapos  to  all 
othors,  pra-pos  aro  six  cts.  por  pound,  Cliarloy  pot  sono 
GY/oot  potatoes,  they  aro  four  cts*  pox'*  pound.  Jo  also  had 
somo  poaches  but  they  v/oro  not  ripo  and  wove  not  vory  pood, 
but  voi'y  larpo.  V/o  soo  somo  live  oak  today. 

V/odnosday,  October  lot. 

Our  x^oads  today  aro  rathoi*  roupli.  I  walked  on 
boforo  the  toons  two  miles  or  noro,  called  at  a  farm  for  a 
drink  and  to  root,  had  tho  nlcasuro  of  olttinp  in  a  larpo 
rockinp  chair,  tho  first  tirno  for  fivo  months,  thoy  (had) 


plenty  .of  fruit-trees.  Albert  called  for  no  and  bought 
c one  fine  grapos  and  a  pail  of  tomatoes,  the  lady  of  the 
house  gave  no  some  roses  and  v orb on i as ,  they  v:ero  beautiful 
and  .fray rant  too,  Ifoonod  on  a  hill;  had  bunch  prase  for  the 
teams*  I  liavc  a  sore  noso  today  by  way  of  variety,  wo 
cane  by  a  distillery  and  in  sight  of  a  little  town  by  the 
name  of  Altavillo.  Have  passed  throuyh  a  pood  deal  of 
old  mining  ground,  tho  country  is  not  settled  much,  w'o 
arc  in  tho  foothills  yet*  Tho  prase  and  woods  are  per¬ 
fectly  dry,  it  looks  strange  to  see  tho  face  of  the  earth 
so  dry  and  tho  troos  all  so  preen,  just  as  preen  as  they 
were  in  opr inp •  Camped  in  sonio  oak  openings,  ranched  our 
cattlo.  All  tho  wator  thoy  use  hero  conoo  from  the 
mountains  broupht  in  spout;

Thin? s  day ,  October  2nd , 


The  roads  arc  hilly  yet.  I  never  saw  so  dry 
looking  a  country,  host  of  tho  buildings  wo  have  seen 
today  aro  little  miners’  huts,  tho  country  is  all  dug 
ovor  and  cut  up  with  sluices.  Did  not  stop  for  dinner. 
Passed  a  reservoir*  to  keep  wator  for  tho  purpose  of 
mining.  Camped  opposite  a  hotol  under  some  fine  oak 
shade  trees,  two  of  tho  girls  came  to  soo  us  in  tho 
evening,  they  told  us  we  would  bo  out  of  tho  hills  in 
two  mil 03  more  travel. 


Friday,  Octobor  3rd, 

Loft  our  cnciaampnont  early.  After  a  few  miles 
wo  cano  to  more  level  country  but  so  dry  and  uncultivated. 

Ilo one d  by  a  crook  near  a  house,  bought  hay ,  Ilad  twelve 
miles  to  go  without  food  or  water  for  the  cattle,  there 
was  ono  old  house  but  was  vacant.  Arrived  at  tho  first 
houso  in  tho  settlement  of  tho  Can  Joaquin  Valley.  On 
tills  road  at  ten  o’clock  at  night,  the  moon  shone  brightly, 
wo  pitched  our  tout  and  got  supper.  In  tills  part  of  tho 
country  all  of  tho  water  is  pumped  by  tho  power  of  wind¬ 
mills,  Tho  orchards  aro  not  a3  they  arc  in  tho  states,  they 
aro  so  small  and  tho  treo3  so  near  together.  Evory  garden 
and  orchard  ha 3  its  windmill  to  irrigapo  it,  paw  today 
Fount  Diablo,  tho  highest  mountain  in  Gal,  it  is  in  the 
coast  range. 

gaturday,  October  kth, 


Uoro  within  twolve  miles  of  Stockton  this 
morning,  thought  wo  could  only  go  to  and  soo  if  wo 

could  find  a  placo  to  settle  ourselves  in  for  tho  winter. 
Cano  into  a  farming  country,  vory  largo  ranches  and  good 
housexo,  thoy  raise  grain  without  irrigation,  raioo  forty 
and  fifty  bushels  to  tho  aero.  Charlie  and  Anlbort  aro 
looking  fox'  situations  today.  Called  at  a  large  house 
whore  thoro  was  an  orchard,  bought  us  a  tx'cat  of  fruit.
